Tue Post Office has taken steps to rule objection- 
able advertising from the public prints, and to de- 
clare publications containing this sort of matter un- 
mailable. This will bar all obscene and indecent ad- 
vertisements and will place the general journal on 
the same high moral plane which has characterized 
the trade journal. 





A MERCHANT located in New York state recently 
tried the following unique advertising scheme with 


marked success. He placed twelve pigeons in a cage 
and put a‘notice on a placard over the cage stating 
that on a certain day he would free the pigeons, and on 
the leg of each a tag would be attached redeemable for 
a dollar’s worth of goods at the store if presented 
ten days from the time the pigons were liberated by a 
child who had previously registered at the store as an 
intending participant in the contest. On the day the 
birds were liberated, each child was presented with a 
badge, which naturally aroused the curiosity of people 
to ask questions concerning same. 








ComMERCE between the United States and its non- 
contiguous territory shows a slight increase in the pres- 
ent year as compared with last year. For the full fiscal 
year it seems likely to aggregate a hundred million dol- 
lars. For the nine months ending with March, 1904, 
the total of merchandise is $66,781,218, and of domes- 
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tic gold received from Alaska, $5,806,501, making the 
total $72,587,719. The total of merchandise, $66,781,- 
218, exceeds by about $2,000,000 that for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, in which the total was 
$64,843,085. Of this grand total of commerce with 
the noncontiguous territory of the United States, ship- 
ments thereto aggregate $25,806,621 and shipments 
from those territories to the United States aggregate 
$40,974,547. 


THE retail trade of any state are always more or less 
injured in the long run by a state law compelling for- 
eign concerns to pay a corporation tax for the privilege 
of doing business. Of course an individual or firm 
whose place of business is outside of a state can sell 
goods in the state and can sue for the payment of same, 
but a corporation which does not comply with the 
law has no standing with the courts. The cata- 
logue houses need pay no attention to laws of this 
character, as they sell for cash only and get the money 
before the goods are shipped, but firms in the trade 
who accommodate their customers by extending credit 
must either comply with these laws and pay a fee or 
run the risk of losing the amount of their sales. 





Ir Is quite apparent that the United States is to 
head the list of nations as an exporter of domestic 
products in the fiscal year which ends with the coming 
month. The contest for supremacy as an exporter of 
domestic products has been for several years between 
the United Kingdom and the United States. Until a 
comparatively recent date the United Kingdom stood 
at the head of the list. During the past few years, 
however, the United States has on several occasions 
exceeded slightly the figures of the United Kingdom, 
and the latest statements of exports make it evident 
that in the fiscal year 1904 the United States will be 
considerably in the lead. The figures of domestic ex- 
ports of the United Kingdom for the nine months 
ending with March, 1904, were $1,073,538,366, and 
of the United States, $1,149,330,670, the total do- 
mestic exportation of the United States for the nine 
months in question being thus 76 million dollars in 
excess of that of the United Kingdom. 





JosepH WHARTON, president of the American Iron 
& Steel Association, believes that the outlook for the 
iron and steel trades decidedly favors a year of pros- 
perity. He says: “The panicky conditions which per- 
vaded the iron and steel trade last November and De- 
cember have disappeared entirely, and the improve- 
ment in demand and increase in consumption thus far 
this vear have been wonderful. However, I do not 
look for higher prices this year than are now ruling. 
Consumption of iron and steel is tremendous at pres- 
ent, and while I do not anticipate that production this 
year will be as great as last year’s, I do not look for a 
very great falling off. The country generally is in a 
very strong condition financially. There is plenty of 
money, the West and South being in better condition 
than ever before. There is no sound reason for the 
feeling of pessimism shown in some parts of the coun- 
try to-day, and after the election I anticipate a great

improvement in the iron trade. 
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to be a profitable one to iron and steel manufacturers, 
as much of the work that is now held up on account 
of the uncertainties of a presidential year and the 
general conservatism will then be carried through.” 








Exports of manufactures in the fiscal year which 
ends with next month seem likely to exceed those of 
any preceding year. Ten months’ figures just present- 
ed by the Department of Commerce and Labor through 
its Bureau of Statistics exceed those for the corre- 
sponding period of any preceding year. The fiscal 
year 1900 was the banner year in exports of manufac- 
tures, but the figures of ten months’ exports of manu- 
factures in the fiscal year 1904 exceed by nineteen mil- 
lion dollars those for the corresponding months of the 
fiscal year 1900. The total value of manufactures ex- 
ported in the ten months ending with April, 1904, was 
$371,712,301, against $352,671,206 in the same period 
of the fiscal year 1900, which, as already indicated, 
made the highest record of manufactures exported 
prior to the fiscal year 1904. 








CoMMERCE between the United States and Cuba 
is already showing a material increase under the opera- 
tions of the new reciprocity treaty. That instrument 
went into force on December 27, 1903, and therefore 
all the commercial transactions between the two coun- 
tries since January I, 1904, reflect the influence of the 
treaty and furnish a measure of its effectiveness. Sta- 
tistics compiled by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, and covering 
the months of January, February, and March, 1904, 
compared with figures of previous periods, show the 
results of Cuban reciprocity thus far. 

The increase of trade between the United States and 
Cuba during the first three months of the present cal- 
endar year, as compared with the corresponding three 
months of 1903, is apparent both in our imports from 
Cuba and in our exports to Cuba. 








Domestic trade movements for the first quarter of 
the current year, as reported to the Department of 
Commerce and Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, 
make favorable comparison with preceding years on 
the subject of live-stock receipts at western markets 
and lumber movements in the South and on the Pa- 
cific coast. In all branches of trade dependent on river 
and lake navigation there was a much lighter move- 
ment than in 1903, owing to the later opening of the 
season of navigation. 

Live-stock receipts at five markets, to the end of 
March, amounted to 8,844,713 head, compared with 
7,603,901 head in 1903 and 8,031,008 head in 1902. 
The strength of the feeder movement, including those 
shipped and driven to the country, at Kansas City, and 
St. Joseph combined, was materially greater than in 
either 1902 or 1903. Among special movements the 
sheep trade at Omaha has made exceptional progress 
in contrast with former seasons. Shipments of horses 
at St. Louis reflect the extraordinary increase of de- 
mand, attributed mainly to the expansion of farming 
area which naturally results from continued high 
prices of such products as grain and cotton. 


RANDOM SKETCHES.

Jasez Boswoccte, after a day’s haying. under a 
scorching afternoon’s sun, drives into Poseyville for 
purchasing necessary supplies and falls to contrast- 
ing the easy.lot of John Loder, the hardware dealer, 
with his. “What a snap he has,” grumbles Jabez. 
Nothing to do but wear good clothes, tie up packages 
and take in the money. And even at that he has a 
clerk and a tinner who do all the work. Then, too, 
the store drummers are so affable to him and tell 
him funny stories. I could run his store a good deal 
better than he does, as all the people in the west end 
of the township would trade with me. 

“There’s Bill Pitkin, too. He used to be a tinner 
and now he’ is making money hand over fist with his 
hardware store, and I used to spell him down at 
school all the time, too.” 

The discontent of Jabez becomes chronic—then 
both chronic and acute. He sells his farm and Posey- 
ville has‘a third and unnecessary hardware store. 

Jabez is a shining mark for the drummer and is 
loaded up with a very extensive and not unusually 
desirable stock. Jobbers from Chicago, St. Louis, 
Piedmont Junction and Pickerel River all get a slice 
of his business. 

Strange to say he does not get all the business or 
any large share of it either. John Loder and Bill 
Pitkin both hold their trade and so Jabez conceives 
a wonderful idea of drawing trade, and goes after 
prices with an axe without consulting his com- 
petitors. 

Then his neighbors, the other hardware men in 
Poseyville, talked it over with and by themselves, and 
they each concluded to do the same thing. The re- 
sult was that nails, lemon squeezers, tinware, etc., 
were selling in that town at a closer price than you 
could buy them from a hardware jobber for spot 
cash, and they do tell me that’s mighty cheap these 
days. 

Well, the result was that the whole township be- 
gan to roast the old-time hardware men. “A lot of 
robbers,” they called them. “Been charging us four 
prices for our hardware for ten years and now when 
they have got a decent, nice competitor, that’s honest, 
they come down to where prices ought to be. We'll 
do our business with Farmer Boswoggle.” And so 
they did, and hardware men of that town looked sick 
for a while. 

One morning there was a new face over at Bos- 
woggle’s hardware store and Boswoggle himself was 
not to be found. On the front door there was a card 
that said: “Boswoggle & Co. have sold this stock 
of hardware to the undersigned.” The undersigned 
was a man who ran a coal and lumber yard. 

Three or four days after that a couple of strangers 
dropped into town and asked around for Mr. Bos- 
woggle.” They really seemed to want him, and 
when somebody told them that he had sold out his 
store and could not be found, they looked as if their 
poorest friend had died and made both of them 
guardians for his nine children. It turned out they 
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were connected with the hardware jobbers who had 
overlooked this farmer taking a goodly portion of 
their bills on credit. ; 

Well, this is a pretty hard story of itself, but it is 
not all of the story. The wholesale people lost all 
their money because the coal and lumber man had a 
bill of sale for the stock. The toughest part of the 
matter. was, however, that the fool hardware men, 
Loder and Pitkins, of that town had got so in the 
habit of selling goods at cost while Boswoggle was in 
the field that they did not know how to get back again 
to decent, respectable profits. 

Boswoggle has left town and has bought a smaller 
farm with what he saved out of the wreck, Loder 
and Pitkin are trying to. get prices back on the basis 
they were before his meteoric career in the field. 
The credit men of three hardware jobbing houses are 
feeling more or less uneasy. The lumber man is sell- 
ing hardware at seductive prices as a bait to sell 
lumber. A number of local deadbeats secured all 
kinds of hardware for nothing at all. Many respect- 
able Poseyvillians stocked up on hardware at prices 
they will never get again. 

Analysis shows that all branches of the trade suffer 
—the outsiders benefit. What is the remedy? Wella 
bulk law forcing retailers to give 5 or 10 days’ notice 
to their creditors would do something. It would 
prevent smooth rascals like the lumber man from 
hypnotizing weaker vessels into despoiling their cred- 
itors, and in the present case in making this hardware 
stock a cankering sore in Poseyville trade circles for 
many a moon after Boswoggle had left the scene. 

An understanding between Loder and Pitkin would 
have enabled them to save more fat from the fire than 
they did. Suppose they had been working in uniscn, 
could they not have made representations to the job- 
bers that would have brought matters to a crisis 
sooner ? 

In the first place were not the jobbers remiss in 
overloading a green man? Boswoggles, fresh from 
the ploughed meadows, are not good business risks— 
how, then, is it that they so often can get all the goods 
they want at one-third down, the balance go days?

for it won’t be long now till competition will enable 
‘the consumers there to get their egg beaters and car- 
pet tacks at cost.” 

Yes, I know that the reporter on the Wichita Eagie 
and some other people, too, have an idea that hard- 
ware stores should slash all the profit out of goods 
in a senseless competition to benefit an indiscriminating 
and ungrateful public. It is just this idea that hard- 
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ware associations, particularly local hardware associa- 
tions, are formed to combat, and the writer hopes that 
the hardware dealers of Wakita, Kans., will get to- 
gether and that the day may never come when the 
hardware buying public of that community will be 
able to make good the prophesy of the Wichita re- 
porter and “get their egg beaters and carpet tacks 
at cost.”

RUSSELL SAGE is the author of an article in the June 
Independent in which he inveighs against the vacation 
habit. He says: 

“Jet us assume that an employer and his clerk make 
an agreement to exchange just remuneration for rea- 
sonable services, and each one keeps his part of the 
agreement.

The Monitor gas ranges, with “Bake-Even” ovens, 
have removable burners, viz., three single burners, one 
double ring burner, one simmering burner, top burner 
sawed or drilled, and two drilled oven burners with 
independent cocks. 

In the Monitor, the burners are extended across 
the entire width of the range, with lateral branches 
at the ends. The gas flame is subdivided into over two 
hundred small jets, the central ones burning down- 
ward and those on the branches burning up the side 
flues. In this manner heat is quickly supplied for the 
top of the oven. Every heat unit is utilized, and the 
oven is heated quickly and uniformly. 

The front, top-plate, sub-top, doors and base of the 
bodies are made of cast iron. The sides and back of 
the bodies are planished steel, asbestos lined. The 
range has a very substantial base, resting solidly on 
the floor. 

The nickel trimmings include handsome nickel top 
band, nickel panels for broiler and oven doors, nickel 
pipes, and the nickel lever cocks, made of brass, which 
always show whether the gas is turned on or off. 

The boiler is heavy tinned wire with roasting pan. 
The water heater is made of either brass or iron.

MUTUAL INSURANCE. 


J. W. Garvey, Kansas City, Mo., manager of the 
Reciprocal Underwriters’ Mutual 





Insurance Com- 
pany, formed by retail lumber dealers, favors us with 
an interesting letter detailing some of the benefits this 
cognate branch of retail industry has derived from 
the formation of a mutual insurance company. The 
Reciprocal Underwriters are in a magnificent condi- 
tion as their statement concerning the condition at the 
close of business July 31, 1903, showed $1,936,300 in- 
surance in force and that 40 per cent of premiums col- 
lected had paid losses and expenses. We make the 
following excerpts from this letter : 

“Nine years ago the minimum rate on a detached lumber 
yard in this section was $15.50 per thousand. We only charge 
a rate of § per cent on a detached yard. 

“Since 1896 the insurance companies have been writing 
detached yards as low as 50c hoping thereby to destroy this 
business, 

“A lumber yard which I have in mind located at Carth- 
age, Mo., which adjoins a livery stable, part of the livery stable 
answers as a shed for the lumber yard, the rate charged on 
the livery stable by the insurance companies is 4 per cent, 
the rate charged on the lumber yard by the imsurante com- 
panies is I pet cent. 

“The rate maker for the insurance.companies advised 
me that the lumber yard rate was correct, that being the case 
the insurance companies are robbing the liveryman out of 
$30.00 per thousand, of the two risks, in my judgment, the 
livery stable is the better risk, for this reason, in case of fire 
the vehicles can be run out of the building, while the lumber 
is dead stock and cannot be moved. I write you this to show 
what the insurance companies will do where they have com- 
petition for the business. 

“A mutual insurance company, handled by a_ competent 
man, will save for the policy holders. 50 per cent of the 
premiums, the reason there are not more’ mutual companies 
is simply this: The old line companies make a desperate united 
fight on a substantial. mutual company, by going to’ the as- 
sured and cutting the rate, thereby destroying the mutual com- 
pany. And when the mutual company is out of the way, up 
goes the rates. 

“If any of our subscribers send in a policy to this office 
for reduction in rate under these circumstances, the policy 
is immediately canceled and his account is closed out. 

“We will say, for an example, the insurance companies 
have been charging a 2 per cent rate for years on a man’s 
risk, and this man leaves the company and goes into a mu- 
tual companys the insurance costs about one-half of 2 per cent 
rate, and afterwards when the insurance companies go to 
that man and offer to write his risk for 80c he should have 
sense enough to know why they are doing so, and a’ man is 
a poor stick who will fall into a trap of this kind, and such 
a man does not deserve a mutual policy nor to be associated 
with a class of men who are interested in a good mutual com- 
pany. 

“The Lumberman’s Exchange has saved for the lumber- 
men in Missouri and Kansas in the last 10 years over $600,- 
000 by the reduction of rates and we have perhaps one-half 
of the lumber yards in the two states insured, the other half 
stays with the insurance companies and are enjoying a rate 
below the cost of carrying the insurance, brought about 
through the Lumberman’s Exchange. 

“The rates on all other properties in the state are swelled 
thereby making up the loss to the insurance companies sus- 
tained by writing lumber yards for practically nothing. In 
other words your house in Chicago, if you are patronizing 
the insurance companies, help make up this loss.”

A distinctive feature in the construction of this 
heater is the extended heating surface in fire cham- 
ber, which is formed by a series of lobes or projec- 
tions, which extend downward over the hottest part 
of fire, coming in contact with the best products of 
combustion, thus greatly increasing the amount of 
direct horizontal fire surfaces, and at the same time 
dividing the water so effectively as to bring the largest 
proportion in direct horizontal contact with the fire, 
insuring great economy in fuel and a perfect and con- 
tinuous circulation.

COMBINATION BREAD BOX. 


TO THE AMERICAN APTISAN 

Inclosed herewith I hand you a drawing of a com- 
bination bread box, designed for setting yeast, and 
raising dough. It may be made in three sizes. One 
size may be 28 inches long by 14 inches wide, and 20 
inches deep. Make a double cover, the outside one to 
fit the body of the box and the inside one to fit the pan 
which holds the dough. The covers are fastened with 
two strips of hoop iron, and space is left of one inch

for the hot air to circulate in. The pan which holds 
the dough sets one inch down from the top of the box 
to give room for the circulation of heat over the top 
of the bread pan. A curved copper cover with water in 
it may be used over the lamp is preferred, and the 
bread raised with steam if desired. This is the only 
change which would have to be made to use steam. 
If only the heat from the lamp is used to raise the 
bread, only a very small lamp should be used as it re- 
quires little or no heat to raise bread except in win- 
ter in a cold room.

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II II, pieces of sheet iron concaved, with the center 
side toward the top of the lamp so as to produce an 
equal distribution of heat on the bottom of the pans 5. 

I2 12,-simply number 7 wire with a loop in each 
end which drops over a couple of little hooks, 13, 13, 
on the inside of the bread box, to hold up the piece of 
concaved iron. 

14 14 14 I4 14, arrows, indicate gas escaping from 
the raising bread in pan 5 5. 

15 15 15, etc., gas and hot air from lamp. 

16, 16, door in body of bread box. 

17, small lamp for making heat. 

18 and 18, handles to cover. 

To use this apparatus, put the bread dough in the 
pan, light the lamp and turn it down low. In summer 
the lamp is not needed; only open the door and allow 
the air to circulate through the box. The grate shown 
in the drawing is to be put into the bread pan after 
the dough has raised, and been molded into loaves to 
raise for the oven. When the bread is baked the pan 
may be taken out anda box to keep the bread in is 
then available. Thus this article is always in use and, 
therefore, becomes indispensable. 

I have one of these combination bread boxes in use 
and its operation is satisfactory in every respect.

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The conditions noted last week continue. Extreme 
lethargy prevails and seems likely to have the upper 
hand for some time to come. Buyers are not to be 
coaxed by any downward turn that prices may make. 
Occasionally there is demand for one or two carloads, 
but no orders of considerable amount were received 
during the last week. Iron is not wanted at any price. 

Strikes continue to influence the local situation. 
The report that several furnaces had gone out of blast 
for lack of ore is now denied. The Iroquois Iron Co. 
is now declared to be the only one so far affected. 
Even this furnace, however, is said to be well enough 
supplied to fill all present and prospective orders for 
the next three months. The International Harvester 
Co. reports that the tie-up on the lakes has not been 
felt. They anticipate recommencing operations next 
week. 

The other furnaces said to be out of blast are idle for 
relining or other repairs. 

The machinist strike is at present without any pros- 
pect of settlement. The Goss Printing Press Co. is 
attempting to solve the difficulty by the employment 
of non-union men. So far they have had doubtful 
success. Other machine shops have been closed in- 
definitely, awaiting the outcome of the struggle at the 
Goss plant. 

Again there is to be strong probability of a strike 
among the coal miners in Alabama and Tennessee. 
The employers are threatening a five per cent decrease 
in salaries to stave off any possible demand for an 
increase. The trouble is not deemed ‘very serious at 
the present moment. 

Southern Iron No. 2 is selling on the basis of $9.25 
Birmingham, and Northern No. 2 at $13.50. Prices 
are rather firm. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


A great improvement in the demand is to be noted. 
Seven thousand tons of iron bars were placed last 
week. Most of the orders were received from rail- 
roads or railroad-equipment plants. One lot was for 
about 5,000 tons from the Western Steel Car & Foun- 
dry Co. The sale was made on the basis of $1.35 Chi- 
cago. Smaller lots are firm at $1.40. We quote cur- 
rent prices in this market, carload lots, mill shipments, 
as follows: Bar iron, 1.35c to 1.40c, full extras; soft 
steel bars, 1.51%4c, half extras, with 5c to 10c per 100 
pounds extra for less than a carload and with regular 
extras for less than a ton of a size; angles, less than 
3x3, 1.56%4c base, half extras; hoops, 1.50%c, full 
extras. On lots from store, we quote iron bars, 1.75c 
base full extras; steel 1.70c to 1.80c base, half extras ; 
hoops, 2¢ to 2.10c, full extras. 





SHEETS. 


No regularity in prices is being observed. Orders 
are usually for small lots, while inquiries are made at 


all the producers in the market. Variety in schedule is 
thus obtained. We continue to quote for one pass, 
cold rolled, blue annealed sheets, mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, as follows: Nos. 11-12, 1.86%4c; Nos. 
13-14, 1.91%c; Nos. 15-16, 2.01%c. On box annealed, 
one pass, cold rdlled, Nos. 18-20, 2.114%4c; Nos. 22-24, 
2.1634c; Nos, 25-26, 2.211%4c; No. 27, 2.26%4c; No. 28, 
2.36%c; No. 29, 2.51%4c; No. 30, 2.61%c. Some 
changes have also been made in store prices, and lead- 
ing local jobbers have adopted the following schedule : 
Nos. 8-10, 2.10c; No. 12, 2.20c; No. 14, 2.25c; No. 16. 
2.30c; Nos. 18 and 20, 2.40c; Nos. 20-24, 2.45c; No. 
26, 2.55c; No. 27, 2.65c; No. 28, 2.85c; No. 29, 2.95c; 
No. 30, 3.10c. Galvanized sheets have also been cut, 
asd producers are quoting 80 and 2% to 80 and Io per 
cent discount at mill carload lots; while jobbers’ prices 
on the same product range from 75 and 7% to 75 and 
IO per. cent discount. 





PLATES. 


Stove trade is good. Shipments, however, are a 
little delayed because of the strike among the jobbing- 
house employes. It is considered probable that the 
mill at South Chicago will start up next week. We 
continue to quote association prices on carload lots, 
mill shipments, Chicago delivery: Tank steel, %4-inch 
and heavier, 1.76%c; flange steel, 1.861%4c; marine, 
1.96%c ; universal mill plate, 1.76¥%c to 1.81%4c; 3-16-

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


Rails are selling very briskly. The demand for 
standard sections has improved, one contract for 7,500 
tons having been let during the week. One concern 
making this conimodity has reported sales aggregating 
20,000 tons during the present month. Competition in 
light rails has reduced the price to $23, Chicago. Track 
supplies are quiet. New business is light, specifica- 
tions rather heavy. We quote heavy rails, mill ship- 
ments, 500 tons and over, $28; less than 500 tons to 
carload lots, $30; less than carload lots, $32; second 
quality rails, $27; light rails, $23 to $25, with regular 
differentials for immediate sizes. The following quo- 
tatiorfs on track supplies, which are f. o. b. Joliet mill, 
may be shaded on large orders. Angle bars, 1.40¢ to 
1.50c ; spikes, first quality, 1.70c to 1.80c (out of store, 
1.goc rates) track bolts, 34x34, with square nuts, 
2.30c to 2.40c per 100 pounds; with hexagon nuts, 
2.45c to 2.55c, with usual differentials for other sizes. 





OLD lATERIAL. 


The situation is practically unchanged.. There is 
little demand, except that which is forced by the at- 
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tractive prices of some dealers, and the market may be 
correctly characterized as a weak one. We quote 
prices paid on recent transactions as follows: Old 
iron rails, $15.50 to $16.50; old steel rails (mixed 
lengths), $9.25 to $9.75; old steel rails (long lengths), 
$11.00 to $11.50; relaying rails, subject to inspection, 
$23.00 to $24.00; relaying rails for sidetracks, $18.00 
to $20.00 ; old wheels, $12.00 to $12.50; heavy melting 
steel, $9.50 to $10.00; mixed country steel, $9.00 to 
$9.50. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


The last week, with its sunny skies, boomed the 
hardware business considerably. This week opened up 
very promisingly, however. Hardware trade seems to 
rise as the thermometer, becoming successful only 
with favorable weather. An improvement was noticed, 
as was expected, in all out-of-door goods, especially 
garden-tools, lawn-mowers, wire-screens, lawn-sprink- 
lers, etc. Refrigerators, ice-cream freezers, etc., are 
selling very favorably. Builders’ hardware is not so 
satisfactory as could be wished. In comparison with 
former years, the aggregate of sales is quite low, 
though, in comparison with other lines this year, we 
have yet to hear a complaint. The competition be- 
tween the leading firms and independents in small fix- 
tures—hinges, door-catches, locks, etc.—is quite 
strong. However loudly the contestants may resent 
the cutting of prices, it remains to be noted that none 
are to be seen balking at orders. 

Crops are said to be good and there seems to be 
no cause for predicting hard times in the near future. 
Nevertheless, there is little doubt but what hardware 
men should consider themselves very well off at the 
present time. All other lines of industry seem to be 
busy reducing the cost side of the balance-sheet. 
Railroads are dismissing men and subtracting from the 
salaries of those who remain. The same may be said 
of the textile and pig iron industries. 

There is the summer trade before hardware men, 
and consequently plenty of time for conditions to 
change. The falling off of other trades may be 
simply due to the apathy always preceding a presi- 
dential election. On the whole, there seems to be little 
ground for grave apprehension. 


BARB WIRE. 


Demand is easier, but mills are not able to meet or- 
ders for all grades. Prices are unchanged and will 
probably remain so for the next month. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 


Mills are still very busy and will continue so until 
far into the summer, merely filling past orders. New 
business is gratifyingly light. Quotations are un- 
changed. 


COPPER. 
The market for ingot copper is quiet and easy. Lake 
is quoted at 13@13%c; electrolytic, 1234@13c; cast- 
ing, 12%@12%c. The London closing was cabled 
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quiet: Standard copper, spot, £56 7s 6d; futures, 
£56 7s 6d. 

The Copper Manufacturers’ Association quotes 
manufactured copper firm and unchanged on a basis 
of 18c per lb. for sheets and bars. Yellow sheathing 
material is quoted on a basis of 15¢.

The market for pig tin is weak and lower, the New 
York quotations being 27@273¢c for spot and 264@ 
27c for June. The jobbing price is steady at 29@
